aa f¥ TER I had {pent my poor labeurs among 


firft be Civilized, by being brought from their fcattered and 
wild courfe of life, unto civill Co-habitation and Covernment, 


the Jnaians for the {pace of neer four years, 
it pleafed God to ftirup inthem a great de- 
fire of partaking in the Ordinance of Baptifm, 
aud other Ecclefiafticall Ordinances in way 
of Church Communion. But declared unte 
them how neceffary ic wes, that they fhould 
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before they could, accordirg to the will of God revealed inthe 
Scriptures, be fit ro be bettultec with the facred Ordinances of 
Jets Chritt,in Church-Commuaion. And therefore 1 propour- 
ded urto them, thet they fhould lockout fome fit piace to be- 
gina Towne, unto which they might refort, and there dwell to- 
gether, enjoy Government, anc be made ready and prepared to 
be a People among whom the Lerd might celight to dwell and 
Rule. 

When they underftood the mind of Golin this matcer, they 
were defirous to fer upon the work: The reallity of which de- 
fires, the livirg have actually exprefled, by their performance 
thereof (informe poor meafure ) and fome of them dying, left 
their earnelt affeCtiors and defires with che reft, to fet upon that 
work ; efpecially pramponas, a godlyaman, of whofedeath and. 
exhortations that way, Ihave made fome mention im fome for- 
mer Letters. | 

We accordingly attended thereunto, to fearch fora fit place, 
and finally, after fundry journeyes and travells to. feverall pla- 
ces, the Lord did by his {peciall providence, and anfwer of pray- 
ers, pitch us upon the place where we are at Matick, Unto 
which place my purpofe at firft was to have brought all the 
Praying Indiaws to Co-habit together : But st fo fell out (by the 
guidance of God ,as it now appeareth ) that becaufe the (ohan- 
ntt Indians defired a place which they had referved for them- 
felves, and I findirg that J could not at that time pitch there 
without oppofitiou from fome Englijh, I refufed that place, and 

sitched at Natick, where I found no eppofition at prefent, 
This choyce of mine did movein the Cobdanet Indians a jealoulie 
that I had more affection unto thofe other Jndians, then unto 
them. By which cecafion ( together with fome other Provi- 
dences of God, as the death of (xtfhamoquin, and the coming 
of #. ras, to fucceed in the Sachemthip in that place ) their minds 
were quite alienated frem the place of Warick , though not from 
the work, for they defire to make a Towne in that fore-mentic- 
ned place of their owne, named Ponkipog, and aré now upon the 
work. And indeed, itnow appeareth to be of the Lord, becaufe 
we cannot have competent accommodations. at Natick, for 
thofe that be there, which are about fifty Lots, more or We

And furthermore, by the bleffing of God upon the work, there 
are People, partly prepared, and partly preparing for three 
Townes more. Infomuch, as that iris mol evident, that had] 
proceeded according to my firft intentions, to have called them 
aff unto that one place, we muft have been forced very quickly 
to have fcattered againe, for want of accommodations for fo 
great a company of Inhabitants, and fo have difcouraged them 
at our firft onfet of drawing them from their fcattered way of 
living, unto Cc-habitation: feeing it would have brought them 
unto {uch wants and ftreights asthey could not have grapled 
withall, but rather would have'been occafioned to think there 
were infuperable difficulties in this enterprife : Whereas in lefler 
companies they may find a more plentifull and better courfe of 
life thenchey found inthat former way out of which they are 
called ; asthrough Gods mercy, andthe bounty of good peo- 
plein Exgland, whofe love layeth the foundation-ftone of the 
work, they doe already feele and find at Natick, and begin to 
find at Ponkipog. 

Ia profecution of this work in the yeat 1650 we began by the 
Lords affiftance our firft Towne at Natick, where we builca 
Fort, and one dwelling-houfe. Inthe year 51 after Falting and 
Prayer about that matter, they gave up themfelves and their 
Children to be governed by the Lord, according to his word, in 
all wayes of civility, and chofe among themfelves Rulers of ten, 
fifty, and an hundred, accordivg to the holy Patterne, fo far as 


they could: Inwhich way of Government the Lord hath nota. — 


little owned them, and bleffed them. 

"Inthe year 52 I perceiving the grace of Godin fundry of 
them, and fome poor meafure of fitnefle (as I was per{waded ) 
for the enjoyment of Church-fellowthip, and Ordinances of Je- 
fas Chrift, I moved in that matter, according as 1 have in the 
Narration thereof, briefly declared. Inthe year 53 1 moved 

not that way, for thefe Reafons. 1 
I having fent their Confeflions to be publithed in England, 1 
did much deficeto hear what acceptance the Lord gave unto 
them, in the hearts of his people there, who daily labour atthe 
Throre of grace, and by other expreflions of aheir Joves, for an 
holy birth of this work of the Lord, to the praife-of Chiitt, nes

the inlargement of his Kingdome. As alfo my cefire was, that 
by fuch Books as might be fent hither, the knowledge of their 
Confeffions might be fpread here, unto the better and fuller f@- 
tisfaction of many, then the tranfacting thereofin the prefence 
offome could doe. Thefe Books came by the latter Ships (as 
Tremember ) chat were bound for New-Eagland,and were but 
newly out when they fet fare, and therefore! had not chat an- 
fiver that year, which my feule ce fired, though fomething I had 
which gave encomragement, and was a taft of what T lave more 
fully heard from feverall this year, praifed be the Lora} 

Befides, there lla geat damping and difcouragement upoa 
us, by a jealoufie too ceeply apprehended, though utterly 
eroundiefle, viz. That even thefe praying Judiaws were ina 
confpiracy with others, and with the Darch, ro doe mifchief to 
the Exglifo. In whch matter, though the ruling part of the 
Peeple looked otherwife upon them, yet it was no feafon for me 
to ftir or move in this matter, when the waters were fo troubled. 
This bufineffe needeth a caimer feafon, and I fha!l account ita 
favour of God when ever he fhall pleafe'to caufe his face to 
fhine uponus init. Yet this I did the latk year, after the Books- 
had been come a feafon, there being a great meeting at Beffoa,, 
from other Colonies as. well asour owre, and the Commiflio- 
ners beirg there, I thought it neceflary to take that opportunity 
to prepare and open the way ina readinefle agair ft this prefent 
year, by makirg this Propefition unto them; namely, That 
they having now feen their confeffions sf upen further trial of them 


in point of knowledge, they be fennd tohave a competent meafure . 


of uuderftanding im the funda neutall points of Religson; and 

alfo, if there be due teftimeny of their converfation, that they walke. 
in a Chriftian manner accordixg to their light, fothat Religion ws 

to be feen in their lives; whether then st be accoraing to Gia, and 

acceptable to bes people, that they be called up unto Church-cftate 2. 
Unto which I had Lbleffe the Lord, a general] approbation. 


Accordingly this year 54.1 moved the Elders,that they would —— 


give me advice and afliftance in this great bufineffe, & that they 
would at a fit feafon examine the Jzdians in point of their know- 
ledge, becau‘e we found by the former triall, that a day will be 
too.little (if the Lord pleafe to. call chem on to Church-fellow- 


fhip )

-fhip ) to-examine them in points of Knowledge, and hear their 


Conteffions,and guide them into the holy Covenaug of che Lord, 
Seeingall thefe things are to be tranfaCtedin a frange language, 
and by Interpreters, and with fucha people as they be in chefe 
their firft beginning:. Barifthey wou'd ipenda day on purpofe 
to examiie them in their knowledge, there wotld be fo much 
the more liberty co doeit fullyandch-oughly (as fuch a work 
ought to be) as alfo when they may be culled to gather irto * 
Chucch-Commu.ion,it may fuffice that fome one of tnem fhould 
make a Doctrinall Confefiion before the Lord and his people, 
as the rule of faith which they build upon, the ref actetting their 
coafent unto the fame: And them'elves (the Elders I mean, 
ifthe Lord ‘o far affilt the Indians, as co give them facisfaction ) 
night ceftifie chat upon Examination they have found a compe- 
tency of knowledge in ilem to inable them unto fich a work 
and itate.. And thus the work might be much fhortned, and 
more comfortably expedited in one day. I found no unreadineffe. 
in che Elders to fur ther this work. 

Some difpure there was about Officers inthe Church, if they. 
fhould be found fir matter to proceed, of which I fhall anon. 
{peak God-willing. | 

They concluded to-attend che work, and for feveral! Reafons 
advifed that the place fhould be at Rowoury, and not at Natick ,. 
and that the /ndians fhould be called thither, the time thev leit 
to me to appoint, in fuch a feafon as where nthe Elders may be 
at beit liberty from other publick occefions The time appoint- 


ed was he 13 af the 4 moneth ; mean while I difpatched Letter

unto fuch as had knowledge in the Tongue, requefting chat they 
would come and help in Intefpretation, or atceft unto the cruth 


of my Interpretations. I fent alio for my Brother ALiyhz, who: 


accordingly came, and brought an Interpreter with bim, Ochers. 
whom I had deGired, came not... [informed the Indians of this. 
appointment, and of the end it was appointed jor, which chey 
therefore called, and ftill doe, when they have occafion to {peak 
of ie, Natootomuhbteae kefurk, Adayof asking Qucftions, or, 
A day of Examination. I advifed them to prepare for it, and to 
pray earneftly about it,thar they might be accepted among Gods 
people, if it were the will of God.

Tt pleafed God fo to guide, that there was a publick Fatt of all” 


the Churches, betwixt chisour appointment, and the accome 
plifhment thereof: which day they kept, as the Churches did, 
and this bulineiie of theirs was a Principal] matter in their Pray- 
Cs 

ic hath pleafed God to lay his hand in ficknefle upon ALere- 
gualfeaour Natick Schoolmaiter, fo that we greatly wanted his 
help and concurrence in this btfineffe. Yea, and fuch is his di- 
feafe ( viz.an Ulcer in his Lungs ) that I fear the Lord will 
take him-away from us, to the great hindrance ofour work, in 
refpect of humane means: Lord increafe our faith ! 

There fell out a very great difcouragement a little before 
the time, which might have been a fcandallunto them, and I 
doubt not but Satanintended it fo ; but the Lord improved it to 
ftir up faith and Prayer, and fo curned it another way: Thus it 
was. Three of the unfound fort of fuch as are among them that 
pray uato God, who are hemmed in by Relations, and other 
means, to doe that which their hearts love not, and whofe Vices 
Saran improyeth to {candalize and reproach the better fort with- 
all; whilemany, and fome good People are too ready to fay 
they are all alike. I fay three of them had gotten feverail quarts 
of Strong-water, (which fundry out of a greedy defire ofa 
little gaine, are too ready to fell unto them, to the offence and 
srief of the better fort of Indians, and of the godly Exz/i/fh too) 
and with thefe liquors, did not onely make themfelves drunk, 
but gota Child of eleven years of age, the Son of Tote/wamp, 
whom his Father had fent for a little Corne and Fith to chat 
place near Watertewne, where they were. Unto this Child they 
firft gave too fpoonfulls of Strong-water, which was mure then 
his head could bear; and another of them put a Bottle, or fuch 


like Veffell to his mouth, and caufed himto drink tll he was 


very drunk; and then one of them domineered, and faid, Now 
we will [ee whether your father will penifh ws for Druukenneffe 
( for heis aRuler among them ) fecing you are drunk with ws 
for company s and in this cafe lay the Child abroad all night. 
They alfo fought, and had been feverall times Punifhed formerly 
for Drunkenneffe. at ;.. 
When: Tete/wamp heard of this, it wasa great fhame:and 
| breaking 
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breaking of heart unto him, and he knew not what to doe. The 


reft of the Ruters with him confidered of the matter, they found 
a.complication of many fins together.

Word was brought to me ofit, a little before I took Horfe to 
goe to Natick to keep the Sabbath with them, being about ten 
dayes before the appointed Meeting. The Tidings funk my {pi- 
~yitextreamly, IJ did judge it to be the sreateft trowne of God 
that ever | met withall inthe work, I cculd read nothing in it 
but difpleafure, I began to doubt about our intended work: I 
knew not what to doe, the blackneffe*of the fins,and the Perfons 
reflected on, made my very heart faileme: For one of the of 
fendors ( though leaft in the offerce ) was he that hath bee: 
my Interpreter, whom I have ured in Tranilating a good part of 
the Holy Scriptures ; and in that refpect I faw much of Satans 
venome, andin God! faw difpleafare.. For this and fome other 


atts of Apoftacy at this time, i had thoughts of calling him off | 


fom that work, yetnow the Lord hath found a way to humble 
hiro. But his Apoftacy at this time was a great Tryall, and I did 
lay him by for that day of our Examination, I ufed another in 
hisroom, Thus Satan aimed at me in this their mifcarrying ; 
and Tore/wamp is Principall manin the work, as you fhall have 
occafion to fee anon God-willirg. j | 
Byfome oceafion our Ruling Elder and I being together, 1 
opened the cafe uato him asd the Lord guided him to {peak fome 
ractous words of encouragement unto me, by which the Lord 
did relieve my fpirit ; and fol committed the matter and iffue 
unto the Lord, to doe what ple:fed him, and in fo doing my foul 
was qiliet in the Lord. I went on my journey, being the 6 day of 
the week; when I came at Natick, the Rulers had then a Court 
about it. Soon after I came there, the Rulers came to me with 
a Queftion about this matter, they related the whole bufinefie 


unto me, with much trouble and grief. , 
Then 
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Then 7 ete/wamp {pake to this purpofle, J am greatly grieved 
about thefe things, and now God tryeth me whether Ivlove ( hrift 
ox my Chitd bef. T hey fA, They will try me; but I far, Ged 
will try me. Chrift faith, He that liveth father, or mother, er 
mife, or (Child, better then me, vw not worthy of me. Chrift faith, 
J mut corrett ray Child, if 1 foould refufe to doe that, I fhould 
not love Chrift. God bid Abraham kill hus Son, Abraham loved 
Gud, and there‘ore he would have dene it, had not God with-held 
lim. God faith to me, enely punifo your Child, and hew can I 
hive God, if 1 foould refufe to doe that ? Thefe things he fpake in 
more words, and much affection, and rot with dry eyes : Nor 
could I refraine from tearesto hear him. When it was faid, 
The Child was not fo guilty ofthe fin, as thofe that made him 
drunk; he faid, That he was guilty of fin, in that he feared not 
fin, and in that he did mot believe his counfells that he had often gi- 
ven bim, to take heed of evill company , but he had believed Satan 
and finners more then him, therefore he needed to be punished. 
After other fuch like difcourfe, the Rulers leftme, and went > 
unto their bufineffe, which they were about before I came,which 
they did bring unto this conclufion, and judgement, They judg- 
ed the three men to fit in the ftocksa good {pace of time, and 
thence to be brought to the whipping-Polt, & haveeach of them 
twenty lathes. The boy to be put inthe ftocks a little while,and 
che next day his father was to whip him in the School, before the 
Children there; all which Judgement was executed. When they 
came to be whipt, the Conttable fetcht them one after another 
tothe Tree ( which they make ufe of irftead’ofa Poft ) where 
they ail received their Punifhments: which done, the Rulers 
{pake thus, one of them faid, The Punifhments for fin are the 
( cmsmandements of God, and the worke of God, and his end was, 
to doe them good, and bring them to repentance. And upon that 
ground hé didin more words exhort them to repentance, and 
amendment of life. When he had done, another {pake unto 
them te this purpefe, You are taught in Catechifme, that the 
wages of fin are all mtferies asd calamities in this life, and alfo 
death, and etermall damnation in hell. Now yon feele ome [mart 
as the frst of your fin, and this 3 to bring yeu to repentance, that 
[0 you may efeape the reft. And in more words he exhorted them 
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torepentance. Whenhe had done, another fpake to this pux- 


pole, Heare all yee people ( turning himfelfe to the People whe 
itood round abour, I think not leffe then two hundred, {mall 


and great ) this is the Commandement of the Lerd, that thus ir 


foould be done unto finners; and therefore let all take warning by 
this, that you commit not [uch (ins, leaft you incur thefe Pusifh~ 
ments. And with more words he exhorted the People. Others 
of the Rulers {pake alfo, but fome things fpoken I underftood 
not, and fome things flipt from me : But thefe which I have re- 
lated remained with me. | 

When I returnedto Roxbury, I related thefe things to our 
Elder,to whom I had before related the fin, and my grief: who 
was much affected to hear it, and magnified God. He faid alfo, 
That cheir fin was but a Tranfient act, which had no Rule, and 
would vanifh: But thefe Judgemests were an Ordinance of 
God, and would remaine, and doe more good every way, then 
their fin could doe burt, telling me what caufe I had to be thank- 
full for fuch an iffue: Which I therefore relate, becaufe the 
Lerd did fpeak to my heart, in this exigent, by his words. 

When the Affembly was met for Examination of the Jzdians, 
and ordered, I declared the end and Reafon of this Meeting,and 


therefore declared, That any one,in due order,might have liberty — 


to propound any Queftions for their fatisfaction. Likewife,! re- 
queftedthe Affembly, Thatif any one doubted of the Interpre- 
tations that fhould be given of their Anfwers, that they would 
Propound their doubt, and they fhould have the words fcan- 
ned and tryed by the Interpreters, that fo all things may be done 
moft clearly. For my defire was to be true to Chrilt, to their 
foules, and to the Churches : And the trying out of any of their 
Anfwers bythe Interpreters, would tend tothe fatisfaction of 
fuch as doubr, as it fell out in one Anfwer which they gave; the 
Queftion was, How they knew the Scriptures tobe the word of 
Gud ? The finall Anfwer was, Becaufe they did find that it did 
change their hearis, and wrought inthem wifedome and humi- 
licy. This Anfwer being Interpreted to the Aflembly, my Brc- 
ther AZahu doubted, efpecially of the word [ Hehpedenk.] fignt- 
fying Humility, it was {canned by the Interpreters, and prove 
‘to be right, and he refted fatisfied therein. Iwas aaa

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- felfe to have written the Elders Queftions, and the Indians An- 


fwers, but I was fo imployed in propounding to the Jndsaws the 
Elders Queftions, and in returning the Indsans Anfwers, as that 
it was not poflible for meto write, unlefle I had caufed the Af
